There aru alarm ing reports in regard to 
the yellow lever working its way into the 
N orthern States. 
Alread two casts have 
been reported at Cincinnati, one of which 
proved fatal. la Chicago there is much ex 
citem ent caused by the fear that it will 
reach that city and work deadly destruc­ 
tion. 
It is said the condition of the city is 
such as to iayite a malarial epidem ic. The 
eadmg physicians there have been inter­ 
viewed, and they generally express the 
opinion that this locality is too tar N orth 
to breed yellow ferer. 
Caution, however, 
is now being taken to prevent its spread­ 
ing should cases occur. 


The guile law in which so inatiy are in­ 
terested, has been amended by chapter 193, 
general laws of 1979, s » that it now reads 
as fillows: Section I.

catch, kill or otherwise destroy, or have

prevailing 
for

Their bed clothes 
get quite wet, and for four weeks they had 
to sleep in their wet clothes. Du the 
Fonrtb of July they had the luxury of a 
bottle of lagar beer, which they had kept 
specially for that day. 
For eighteen days 
they never saw the sun, and could take no 
observations. 
They were often so close to 
the whales a9 to be able to touch them , 
but hesitated to do it through fear of get­ 
ting their little boat upset. . 
On Jnly 1st the sea ran mountain high, 
puttiug their little craft in imminent dan­ 
ger, and imposing on them the most stren­ 
uous exertions aud the most sleepless 
vigilance. 
They ,underw ent, during 
a 
portion of the time some really terrible 
weather, and at one period were literally 
between life and death. 
Their chronome­ 
ter got broken and .was rendered entirely 
useless, and they encountered tremendous 
difficulties and dangers. 
July 2U;h was 
decidedly tho worst day of the voyage, the 
weather 
being 
simply 
terrible. 
During tho whole of the voyage such sleep 
as they were able to get was very disturb 
od, a n i was more like a sort of continuous 
stupor. This was, perhaps, the most try ­ 
ing t rJeal they had to go ti rough, as they 
felt the fatigues of the voyage much more 
keenly through the want of rest. 
Neither 
of them had ever crossed the Atlantic be­ 
fire. 
On July 13 they took the first observa­ 
tion they nod been able to make for eigh­ 
teen days. 
When they made S ally Light 
they were very much exhausted, and hove

They will determ ine w hether or not the 
legislation of the country shall pass under 
the control of the party now dom inant In 
the House ot Representatives, a party 
which seeks to postpone indefinitely tho 
resumption of specie payments; which pro­ 
poses to reduce taxation upon whisky an J 
tobacco and thereby to cast additional bur­ 
dens upon tbc industry and enterprise of 
the co u n try ; which, in the interest of mob 
violence and lawlessness, seeks to paralize 
aud destroy the m ilitary arm of the Gov­ 
ernm ent; aud which threatens to add hun­ 
dreds of millions to the public debt, in pay­ 
ment of claims tor property destroyed by 
the armies of the United States in tho 
course of necessary aud legitimate m ilitary 
operations in communities which were 
waging war for the destruction of the Un­ 
ion. 
All good citizens should co-operate in 
rebuking these pernicious design#, and in 
assuring the signal overthrow of the party 
which cherishes them. 
To this end it is 
especially im portant that there should be 
harmony of action among Republicans, 
it 
is not to be expected that uniformity of 
sentim ent can be secured among large ag­ 
gregations of individuals upon more than a 
few points of prim ary importance. In all 
political action carried forward by the 
agency of party organization it is neces­ 
sary 
to overlook 
many 
minor 
till— 
tefeuces of opinion. 
But every political 
party, wonky of respect, must be compos­ 
ed of members united by a com m unity of 
conviction respecting certain leading ques­ 
tions and measures affecting the common 
weal. 
Otherwise, party organization de­ 
generates into a mere machine for the pro­ 
motion of personal ambitious aud selfish 
Intrigues, and as this tact is made appar­ 
ent, it justly forfeits the sym pathy and 
support of intelligent and upright citizens. 
A party, which, like the Republican party, 
aims to secure the co-operation of the beet 
and most enlightened members of the com ­ 
munity, must present a clear, distinct and 
unambiguous programme. 
It must dare to 
staud forth boldly In support of what ii 
believes the right even at the hazard of 
tem porary defeat. 
It cannot afford to en­ 
courage false principles, or acquiesce in 
mischievous aud delusive measures, though 
the current of popular opinion may seem, 
tor the moment, to be running in their fa­ 
vor. 
Such 
a 
course 
may 
assure 
a 
tem porary success 
but 
is certain 
to 
term inate in perm anent disaster. 
We must 
trust largely in the real integrity of the 
people, not a&ammg that m ajorities are 
always in the right, but with faith that the 
majority desire to be right, and are capable 
of beiug convinced by facts an I argum ents 
addressed to their reason and conscience: 
Iii conformity with these views, and in 
the hope of promoting consistent aud bar 
mon iou* action bv the Republicans in the 
several districts of fie S tate, we take the 
liberty of submitting the following prop­ 
o sitio n s, expressing the sentiments of this 
committee, and, rn its opinion, suitable to 
be embodied in a platform upon which the 
party may go into tho approaching can­ 
vass an I both achieve and deserve success. 
First—Adherence lo the principles af­ 
firm ed rn the resolutions adopted by the 
N ational 
Republican 
conventicn 
of 
1870, aud to the sentiments expressed in 
Mr. Hayes’ letter accepting the nomination 
tor the Presidency. 
While frankly recog­ 
nizing the existence of honest differences 
of opinion among Republicans respecting 
certain features of the policy of the pres­ 
ent national administration, difficulties iris­ 
ing largely oui of aa anomalous political 
situation and the difficult nature of the 
questions uoon which it has been called to 
act, we cordially approve the aims of the 
President in seeking to restore fraternal re­ 
lations between the different sections of 
the country aud to purify and improve the 
civil service. 
Second—We earnestly desire the estab­ 
lishment of fraternal relations between the 
different sections of the Union, aud the 
obliteration of the antagonisms and bitter 
feelings engendered during the protracted 
agitation of the slavery question, and the 
armed conflict by which it was settled. 
We claim no privileges, rights or immuni­ 
ties for our own which we do not accord 
to every other totate of the Union, but de­ 
mand that the laws shall be impartially 
executed in all, and that all citizens, 
without 
distinction, 
shall enjoy 
equal 
rights before the law and equal protection 
under it. 
Third—-We n j dee in tho prospect of the 
resumption of specie payments by the 
close of the present year. 
A stable, non- 
fiuctuaiiug currency possessing intrinsic 
v a lu e—com, or paper convertible at par 
into gold or silver at the pleasure of the 
holder—is the only secure foundation of 
perm anent business prosperity, 
touch a 
currency will im part that steadiness to 
prices which is an essential oondition tor 
the successful prosecution of legitimate in­ 
dustry aud enterprise, and is equally de­ 
manded by the true interests of the la­ 
borer, the business man and the capi­ 
talist. 
Fourth—The value of all paper curren­ 
cy, whether issued by the Government or 
by bank*, consists in the promise which it 
bears of payment and in the degree of 
credit attached to tnat promise, 
lf it can­ 
not be converted at pleasure into currency 
of intiinsic value—gold or silver—it can­ 
not remain at par, and its depreciation will 
be in proportion to the prospect of its be­ 
ing thus convertible within a longer or 
shorter period. The printed list of paper 
which some wild theorists propose to em­ 
ploy as currency, and which they term 
“absolute money,” containing no promise 
of payment a id no 
iotrinsic 
Value, 
would speedily become “ absolute” in one 
respect only—they would be absolutely 
worthless. 
Th'S, and (ll the other chim ­ 
erical pr< jecta by whlqfi it is prfiposed to 
find a cheap and worthless substitute tor 
the measure of the value accepted and em ­ 
ployed by the civilized world, are based 
upon delusion if not dishonesty, 
aud ii 
adopted would result lo disaster 
and 
shame. 
We hold it to be the duty of Re­ 
publicans, and of all good citizen#, to op­ 
pose, with uncompromising ti rn ness, all 
these mischievous theories, as well as the 
cognate doctrines of communism and in­ 
ternationalism, which menance society, 


J Individual libcr'y, and the accumulated 
i savings of industry. 
F ilth—Tho Democratic party in this 
State, by approving and advocating a sys­ 
tem of irredeemable paper currency, has 
forfeited all claim to the confidence and 
support of those who are In favor of an 
honest and stable financial policy. 
The 
Democratic party of the country by the 
action of its representatives in Congress, 
has shown itself destitute of statesman­ 
ship, of patrotism, of honesty. 
It has neg­ 
lected the general welfare, and, In the hope 
of gaining votes, has courted the favors of 
the worst elements of society. 
We de­ 
nounce the spirit shown by the Democratic 
majority of the House of Representatives 
la attempting to disarm the National Gov­ 
ernment; in seeking to debase the currency 
and arrest all progress toward a healty and 
normal financial b-icia; in uisplacmg Union 
soldiers in order to reward those who 
fought against the Union; in voting for a 
large reduction of taxes on articles like 
whisky and tobacco, rendering necessary 
increased taxation upon other industries;

That it was not undertaken from any real 
regard, on the p ift OI tfcfi ma; city of the 
House, tor popular right-, I* proved by 
their careful suppression of all inquiry re­ 
specting Democratic frauds, and by their 
repeated aud cynical disregard of the pop­ 
ular will .sho wn in un cating Representa­ 
tives, fairly aud legally elected, to make 
better provision tor tho election of Presi­ 
dent and Vice-President. 
Seventh—We are opposed to further 
grants ol the public laude in aid of Corpor­ 
ations ; we arc opposed to any sectarian 
control in the schools or seminaries sup­ 
ported in whole cr rn part by the school 
tund, or by taxes levied upon the people ; 
andw efaver the strictest ecauoiny, in a1 
expenditures of the public money, which 
is consistent with aa enlightened regard for 
the general welfare.
